BERLIN, via London, June 19.—Heavy 
fighting is in progress between the Rus- 
sians pushing toward Kovel and ‘% 
Teutonic forces opposing in the Stokhod- 
Styr sector, the War Office announced 
today. The Russian attacks, says the 
statement, have been partially repulsed 
by means of successful counter attacks. 


PETROGRAD, June 19.—The Russians 
took 3000 prisoners in the city and vicini- 
ty of Czernowitz, the War Office an- 


The capture by Gen. Lechnitzky's 
§ forces of the capital of Bukawina is an 
important one, as it entails the com- 
mand of severa! important railway lines. 
The city has been untenable for several! 
days because of the tremendous Rus- 
sian bombardment which compelled the 
flight of the civil inhabitants and the 
evacuation of the place by the Aus- 
trian forces. 

The recapture of Caetnedits by the 
Russians comes at a dramatic morment, 
it happening only a few days after the 
Austrians, with imposing ceremony, had 
unvelled on the city hall a double- 
headed Austrian eagle such as the Rus- 
sians had removed during their occu- 
pation of the city last year. 

Flight to Carpathians. 


Russian headquarters announces the 
capture of Czernowitz in the usual la- 
conic terms. It gives no description of 
the desperate fighting known to have 
occurred for the crossings of the Pruth 
River after the Austrians blew up the 
bridges, but adds the interesting fact 
thet the Austrians are being pursued 
into the Carpathians, which is the only 
alternative to being: driven into Ru- 
mania. where they would be interned. 

The Russian official account makes 
the interesting revelation that German 
reinforcements have already been 
brought from the French front to the 
assistance of the hard-pressed Austri- 
ans.

The regiment is under orders to pro- 
ceed to Nevada, Mo., the place of mo- 
bilization of the State troops, where 
three other regiments, three batteries 
and a cavalry treop are also to assem- 
ble. The St. Louis regiment probably 
will leave for Nevada tomorrow, officers 
said. 

Trom the time that each man reported 
at the Armory, he was in the service 
and under pay of the United States. The 
men were required to remain at the 
Armory and will be kept there, except 
for brief individual leaves of absence, 
until the departure for Nevada. They 
will be fed in restaurants, a company © 
part of a company at a time, as ths 
commissary is able to arrange. The 
officers’ mess will be served in the ar- 
mory. 

At noon more than 800 members of the 
regiment had reported at the Armory, 
and 82 recruits had appeared, of whom 
55 were accepted, others being rejected 
for manifest defects or told to return sah. 
a fuller examination. At the dos 
recruiting offices, 9 
Olive street and the northwest corner 
of Sixth and Pine stréets; abdut % men 
were accepted during the morning.

U, §. SENDING SECOND NOTE 
TO AUSTRIA ON “PETROLITE” 


WASHINGTON, June .—A second 
note to A. stria-Hungarv regarding the 
attack by an Austrian submarine upon 
the American tank steamer Petrolite 
wae coded at the State Department to- 
day for immediate transmission to 
Vienna. It is understood to demand an 
apology for the attack and reparation 
for the damage. 

The Petrolite, a Standard Oi! tanker, 
was shelled by an Austrian submarine 
in the Mediterranean several months ago 
and relieved of a quantity of provisions. 
In reply to a note from the American 
Government., Austria said her command- 
er mistook the Petrolite for a disguised 
enemy ship and that the master of the 
tanker later voluntarily furnished pro- 
visions for the submarine. Since ‘then 
the State Department has received the 
report of the Petrolite’s captain, assert- 
ing that he was stopped by shel! fire and 
forced to givé up a part of his supplies.

1. Communications from the Mex- 
ican embassy, ahnouncing that there 
had been a clash between a boat 
crew from the gunboat Annapolis 
and Carranza soléiers at Mazatlan 
vesterday in which .shots were 
exchanged and two American 
officers were. arrested but later 
released, and asking that in th- 
present tense situation no men be 
landed in Mexico from American 
warships under any circumstances, 
were delivered to the State Depart- 
ment by an embassy secretary. The 
secretary sought an engagement with 
Secretary Lansing for the Ambas- 
sador-designate, Eliseo Arredondo, 
but was informed that Mr. Lansing 
was very busy and was making no 
appointments for the. day. 

° §ecretary Lansing announced 
that the reply to Gen. Carranza's re- 
cent note would go forward to Mex- 
ico City during the day. The Secre- 
tary also declared the American pol- 
icy in Mexico remained unchanged. 

3. In regard to the general situa- 
tion in Mexico, Secretary Lansing 
allowed it to become known that 
dispatches to the State Department 
showed in¢reasing excitement and 
irritation in many sections below the 
border. The text of the dispatches 
were withheld. 

4. A resolution making immediate- 
ly effective the militia draft provi- 
sion of the new army organization 
bill. under which -militance con- 
senting to take the Federal oath 
would be available for service any- 
where immediately, . has been pre- 
pared by War Department officials 
and Chairman Hay of the House 
Military Committee.

OBREGON CALLS | 
FOR VOLUNTEERS 


CHIHUAHUA CITY, Mex., Juné 19.- 
Efforts to bring every unit of the 
Carranza army of the north to the 
greatest possible strength for service 
In the event of hostilities with the 
United States, ate beirig pushed here. 

A message from Gén. Alvafo Obregon, 
Mexican Minister of War, directed Gen. 
Jacinto Trévino, commanding the 
northern division, to urge patriotic citi- 
zens to volunteer that they might be 
available ‘“‘to fight the American army 
in case of a rupture of felations.’’ and 
to prevent “the further raiding of 
American territory by armed bandits.” 

The text of the message follows: 

“The Government is convinced that 
the greater part of its citizens are de- 
sirous of enlisting in the army, so that 
in case of an internationd] war they 
can defend, with arms in. hand, the 
integrity of our sovereignty. 

“Further, since, in the northern 
states, and especially in the border 
territory. there are being organized 
bodies of men to be ready to fight the 
American army in case of a rupture of 
relations, and with the object of pre- 
venting the further raiding of Ameri- 
can territory by armed bandits, who 
seek to increase the present grave diffi- 
culties of the general situation, al! pa- 
triots should rally to the national 
standard. 

“Gen. Trevino is authorized to make 
known to all citizens in the district 
under the control of the Division of the 
Northeast that they should present 
t? -mselves to the nearest military chief 
with arms to receive orders and be in- 
corporated in said army division. This 
also proclaims that all those who do not 
comply will be immediately disarme: 
and that all frontier commands are 
to be ordered to prevent the crossing 
to American soil of Mexican citizens, 
whether they be armed or fot.” 

_ Mexicans Recruiting. 

Gen. Trevino reported that recruiting 
throughout the district is progressing 
rapidly and it is known that in addi- 
“en he is redisposing his troops, that 
they may be prepared to meet any emer- 
gency. 

Although Chihuahua City and the sur- 
pounding section was quiet yesterday, 
everywhere an air of tense anticipation 
was manifest, some of the more radical 
element deciaring that hostilities with 
the United States could not be averted. 
On every hand citizens could be heard 
expressing determination to: “expel in- 
-vaders from Mexican territory.”’ 

The official report of the crogsing of 
the Mexican frontier by American troops 
about 12 miles west of Brownsville, Tex., 
received by former Gen. Nafarrate, said 
that the Americans retreated immedi- 
ately when they discovered the prepara- 
tions that had been made by the Con- 
stitutionalist command.

Governor to Report. 


The Adjutant-General's office will be 
removed from Jefferson City to Ne- 
vada, and the Governor said last night 
that he would go there within a day 
or two. It will be his duty to notify 
the War Department when mobiliza- 
tion has been completed. 

The cali made on Missouri, 
telegram sent by Secretary of War 
Baker to Gov. Major last night, was 
for one Srigade of three regiments, two 
separate battalions, one separate com: 
pany of infantry, one troop of cavalry, 
one battalion of field artillery, one com- 
pany of Signal Corps, one field hospitai 
and one ambulance company. 

The usual procedure when the national 
suard is called out by the President was 
outlined to a Post-Dispatch reporter by 
a militia officer today. Adjutant-Gen- 
eral John B. O’Meara will at once trans- 
fer his headquarters from Jefferson 
City of Nevceda, Mo., the mobilization 
point, and take his entire staff there. 

Maj. A. X. Linxwiler, the quarter- 
master of the State forces, will then 
send to each regimental commander and 
battery captain » Government trans- 
portation blank which can be filled out 
with the number of men to be trans- 
ported and will be accepted as trans- 
portation by railroads designated to 
take the troops to Nevada. This trans- 
portation also provides that all neces- 
sary military equipment shall be car- 
ried as baggage. 

There will be nothing haphazard in 
getting the troops under way. There is 
a standard military railroad schedule in 
the possession of ¢ach commanding of- 
ficer, showing him what road he is. to 
vee to reach Nevada in case of a call 
and where his men shal! board the train. 
This has all been figured out in advance 
by the Adjutant-General's office. 

‘The railroads have similar schedules. 
showing just how many men they are 
to carry and the weight of the equip- 
ment-and the number and kind of cars 
which will be needed.

‘The encounter between American sol- 
fiers and Mexicans near Matamor>s 
has been temporarily solved with the 
withdrawal of American troops from 
that region. The matter is now beirg 
taken up diplomatically. There was 
some trouble in Mazatlan, causéd by hh: 
intrusion 6f,an American sailor, and 
that has also been adjusted, fur tne time 
e ng. 

“Go to your homes and be good Mex- 
icans, remembering also that I will dc 
my utmost to preserve the dignity of 
the Mexican nation. If we are forced to 
resort to arms, I will léad you in per- 
s0n.”’ 

A crowd of several thougand persons 
cheered the remarks of the first chief. 
Early in the evening a big lJemnenstta-

Carranza’s Men Make Up in Numbers What 
They Lack on Training and Equipment— 
Some of Armies Aré of Soldiérs 
Averaging 20 Years 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

EL PASO, Tex.. June 19.—Along the 
United States-Mexico border, two mili- 
tary forces face the line, one from either 
side. Part of the American force is in 
Mexico, the expedition which numbers a 
little more than 14,000 men. . 

The effectual strength of the Mexican 
force in Northern Mexico is about the 
same as the armed force of the United 
States in the department of the South, 
in the opinion of military experts. The 
Mexicans exceed in numbers, the Amer- 
ican excel in individual efficiency, train- 
ing, transportation, organization, artil- 
lery, morale, and in every equipment, 
with the possible exception of. rifles. 

With the exception of Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Pershing's forces in Mexico, whose 
disposition for defense or attack is al- 
most ideal, the Mexican forces are bet- 
ter placed tuan those of the United 
States. The mission of the Americans 
has been to guard the border, to prevent 
border raids, and to give protection to 
the citizens from the wandering bands 
of Mexicans who are half soldiers, half 
bandit, and all anti-American. The 
Mexican military organization, under nic 
such obligation, has been able to mass 
its men at strategic points, which places 
usually lie just south of important 
points in the United States, such as E] 
Paso, Brownsville, Douglas, or near to 
Mexican towns or mines in which Amer- 
icans are interested. 


Americans on Guard Four Years. 
The Americans have been: forced for 


four years to be on constant guard at 
every point. The Mexicans. secure from 
attack from the United States, only 
watch such border lines as they are in 
terested in. 

The greatest strength of the Mexican 
army is gatehred in Northern Chihus- 
hua, with the main base at Villa Ahn- 
mada and the men strung out froin 
Juarez, across the river from El Pas), 
to the mountains south of Namiquipe, 
the southern base of Gen. Pershing's 
force. . 

These troops are from Chihuahua an‘ 
Dugango. They are under 20 years oi, 
on an average, but the majority of them 
are veterans of from one to five years 
of war. Probably half of them are for- 
mer followers of Villa, Orozco or Mu: 
dero. They are armed with Mauser ri- 
fles, and their ammunition is the best 
in the world, having been made tn tliv

They are poorly driiied 
as compared with American troops, b+ 
are much better drilled than the Mex- 
ican armies of two years ago were. 

Mexican troops in Northern Chihua- 
hua probably number a little mofe than 
20,000. Mexican commanders claim from 
49,009 to 50,000. There are 100 pieces of 
artillery in Northern Chihuahua, #@ of 
which are of high efficiency, the oth- 
ers being doubtful. The most of thé 
good ones are the famous French 7t% 
and, given proper ammunition and men 
to handle them, they could do great ex- 
ecution.

On the other side of Pershing’s col- 


umn is the army of Gen. Piutarco Elias 
Calles, Military Governor of Sonora. 
His soldiers are the best of the Mexicans 
army. They will assay © per cent 
Yaqui Indian, and his férce numbers. 
according to ¢onservative estimate. 14,- 
0 men, and it may be larger when he 
has completed his drafts from the Ya- 
qui valley. Calles is a cautious soldie-. 
but an excellent organizer and dri'l- 
inaster, and is second to no man on th> 
border as a smuggler of ammunition. 
Orders stopping or permitting the ex- 
port of ammunition from the United 
States affect Culles little, and his men 
are well supplied with cartridges. 

If he were to attempt to strike at 
Pershing’s column, he would have to 
send his men through three different 
passes in the Sierra Madre mountains, 
which would place him at a great dis- 
advartage. But he could doubtless keen 
Pershing from striking westward, by 
holding him in the passes. 

Between these two Mexican forces is 
the expedition of between 14,000 and 15, - 
000 men, as complete and capable an 
outfit as the American War Depart- 
ment ever .sent abroad. In equipment, 
transport, supplies, arms, ammunition 
und personnel it ig essentially “there.’ 

These men hvold a line from Cvlum- 
bus, N. M., to Namiquipa, about 20 
miles.

GERMANS FORCED 
10 GIVE UP BEER 


FOR SOFT DRINKS 


Scarcity of Barley Compels Re- 
strictions on Breweries and 
Some Gardens Close. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, June 1.—War, which has 
worked so many changes in the daily 
habits of the Germans, has now con- 
Spired with warm weather to induce 
the Germans to drink “soft drinks.” 
Bottles of lemon sour, ginger ale, 
cream soda and other beverages in- 
cluded in the generic name of “pop” 
in the United States, are beginning 
to make their appearance on shelves 
and bars formerly devoted to beer, 
and the thirsty people are drinking 
them, not from choice, but because 
they have to. 

It is no longer possible to make 
enough beer to meet even fairly mod- 
est demands of the reduced home pop- 
ulation. The majority of the larger 
beer gardens will not be opened at 
all this summer, and for some weeks 
it has been no unusual thing to find 
some of Berlin’s biggest restaurants 
and beer halls without a drop of beer 
early in the evening of warm days. 

Bottle Beer Restricted. 

The sale of beer to househoulds in 

containers charged with carbonic 


acid gas has been discontinued, and 
only favored old customers can still 
get bottied beer. 

Bavaria, the greatest beer-drinking 


country of the world, where many a 
solid citizen normally drinks one to two 
gallons daily, and where the great beer 
halis are filled at almost all hours of 
the day, is in a still worse plight. The 
time in which beer may be sold has 
been steadily shortened, and now there 

8 come an order permitting saloons, 

eer halls, etc., to sell beer only from 
10 to 12, 2 to 4 and after 9 o'clock at 
night. 

Exceptions are’ made in the case of 
beer dispensed in factories to their 
workers, and by farmers to their help, 
No beer whatever may be sold locally 
until after the wants of the Bavarian 
soldiers have been supplied. 


Limit on Barley. 
The scarcity is, of course, due to the 


fact that the empire has had to limit 
strictly the amount of barley which 
can be turned into malt. This amount 
has been fixed at §© per cent of the 
norme! amount, but brewers interviewed 
by the Associated Press correspondent 
said they were not able to obtain even 
this amount. | 

An unfofteseen inroad has further been 
made into the available amount of bar- 
ley by the fact that the shortage of 
coffee has required: the roasting of great 
quantities of barley as a substitute. 

The Government has granted the 
brewers permission to malt in the seo- 
ond (current) quarter of the year the 
fall quota cf barley allowed them for 
the third quarter. This will’ rob hot 
summer days «f some of their terror, | 
but even at best the supply will be ut

INGOLN, GERMAN 
SPY CONFESSES IN 
COURT TO FORGERY 


Former Member of Parliament 
Extradited From U. S. Asks 
for Mercy in London. 


LONDON, June 19.—After a prelimi- 
nary hearing on the charge of forgery, 
at the conclusion of which he was com- 
mitted for trial, Ignatius T. T. Lincoln, 
former member of Parliament and con- 
fessed German spy, today pleaded 
guilty. He expressed the hope to the 
Court that justice would be tempored 
with mercy. ‘ 

During the hearing Lincoln established 
the fact that it was the British Ad- 
miralty which indirectly was responsible 
for his extradition from “the United 
States. Lincoln, who conducted his own 
defense, brought this out in cross-ex- 
amination of Seebohm Rowntree, - whose 
name the prisoner was charged with 
having forged? He asked the witness 
whether ke was not surprised that the 
Admiralty, which ordinarily has nothing 
to do with criminal prosecutions, had in- 
terested itself in this matter. Rowntree 
replied in the negative, adding: 

“They thought that if the charges 
were pushed and you were punished for 
forgery you would no longer be a dan- 
gér to the British Empire.’’ 

Rowntree added that he had been in- 
formed at the Admiralty that Lincoln 
had told the Admiralty he had been at 
Rotterdam, where he had obtained by 
purchase certain information which 
might be valuable, and that Lincoln had 
made extravagant demands for payment 
for this information.

NEW RAILWAY LINES ARE 
BEING PLANNED FOR RUSSIA 


PETROGRAD, June 19.—The timber 
areas of Northern Russia and the min- 
ing industry of the region in the north- 
ern part of the Ural Mountains are to 
be developed by the construction of a 
private railway, which was recently ap- 
proved by the Ministry of Ways and 
Communications. 

The starting point of the new line is 
Archangel, and the railway will pro- 
ceed from there to Pinega, and crossing 
the Urals will extend along Northern Si- 
beria to Chenshevsky on the River Ob. 

Moreover, it is proposed to lay a line 
from the Ural chain to Nadezhdinsk fac- 
tory of the Bogoslocsk Co. Its total 
length will be 1520 versts, and the cost 
of construction is estimated approxi- 
mately at 100,320,000 roubles. 

The Ministry of Communications is 
also considering a project for the con- 
struction of a polar railway to unite 
the lower reaches of the Ob with one of 
the ports of the Arctic Ocean west of 
the Kara Sea.

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ON CHANGES NECESSARY TO 
PERFECT BANK SYSTEM 


Article Written Before His Death Aivccicdinn One 
Central Reserve Institution and Aboli- 


tion of Zone: Districts.

to perfect the Federal bank system. 

N so far as it follows the lines estab- 
lished by the great work of the Mon- 

etary Commission, the Federal re- 
serve bank system has béen a success, 
Indeed, without the freedom of action 
and the certainty of abundant credit 
when needed, which the new Jaw of- 
fered, our financial and business affairs 
would probably have been plunged into 
disorder at an early stage of the dis- 
turbances following the outbreak of the 
war. Along with these benefits, it has 
been possible to study the defects of 
the law in operation, and to note the 
changes which experiénce’ suggests. 

It seems to be true that’ the possi- 
bilities of currency inflation under the 
law are too great; of, to put ft more ac- 
curately, perhaps, there: is not: suffi- 
cient provision for an automatic regu- 
lation of currency volume, according to 
the actual changing of business needs 
of the country. Even in this, t6o, the 
change in normal conditions wrought 
by war must be taken into account in 
forming a conclusion. 

Every economist’ agrees that, under 
any sound monetary system ‘and in war 
or in peace, gold is a proper basis for 
the issué of credit and currency. With- 
in certain limits as to the amount of 
reserve required, this is an axiom of 


,sound finance. But it does not take into, 


account the enormous stock of gold 
transferred in war-time from the pri- 
vate holdings of ‘the people, where. they 
are not available as a basis for note 
issues, to the national treasuries, where 
they ‘are. 

‘Flow of Gold Here Heavy. | 

Figures printed by the London Statist 
show that, at the date of last report, 
the Government banks of the different 
European countries had on hand about 
$1,125,000 more gold than just before the 
war began, while the United States had 
in the same time gained $500,000,000.. This 
tremendous flow of the precious metal 
to places where it can be used, direct- 
ly or indirectly, according to the laws 
of the different countries, as a basis 
for credit must be reckoned with. It 
may be, and probably is, no more per- 
manent than the foreign. demand for 
munitions of war; but its effect, for the 
present, is just as real upon the world 
of finance as that of the latter is upon 
the total of our exports. 

Looking to the practical operation of 
our Federal reserve bank system as tried 
out by practice, it seems clear that it 
has some defects, most of which may 
be stated ifi the ‘geriefal © “¢riticism that 
the system’! ack® Corr#i@tion and unity 
in operation... It ig.an assemblage of 
machines loosely connected With and try- 
ing to keep'in time with each other, 
where one machine is necessary to do 
the work. 

The division of the country .into dis- 
tricts, drawn haphazard, was and is a 
mistake from every point of view. There 
should be one, and only one Federal 
reserve bank for the United States. This 
should be located at Chicago, the central 
city of the country, where it would be 
safe from danger of naval attack in case 
of war; It should, of course, dea] only 
with other banks. . It should be the cen- 
ter and directing influence in financing 
the business of the country. There is 
much less danger of the abuses which 
some have feared from a single central 
bank than from a dozen local and séc- 
tional institutions.

The world’s credit situation furnishes 
a striking proof of the propriety, the 
safety and the wisdom of this. The 
financial power of England and France 
in this country today is largely condi- 
tional upon their ability to secure Amer- 
ican railroad securities of the specified 
class. When their other resources are 
used to the limit, when their general 
credit has been so @rawn upon that 
some security in addition to national 
good faith must be required, it is ad- 
mitted -everywhere that in so far as 
these Governments can lay hold on such 
railroad securities, they can be used 
to the best advantage either for sale 
or as collateral with any financial in- 
stitution in the world that. has the 
money to spare. 

This is the supreme and decisive test. 
It proves that in a time of such exhaus- 
tion of resources and such collapse of 
ordinary credit as the world had neither 
seen nor imagined. before, first-class 
American railroad securities are a firm 
asset. It is clearly absurd and unjurt, 
not to the rattroads but ‘to the. millions 
of individuals and institutions who hold 
their seourities, that this greatest asset 
should not be available in their own land 
as a. basis Yor eredit issties in time of 
finaricial stress. SC

Of course, the currency. so igsu:d 
should be of emergency character. It 
should be put out only for a limited p:- 
riod, and bear a tax increasing PD 
sively with the length of time it, re- 
mained in circulation. This is*a securi- 
ty against inflation, and also. a forco 
producing automatically the redemption 
and retirement of these special it -1es 
when business conditions no longer call 
for them, When they could be kept out 
at a profit, under this system, they 
would, by that fact, be proved necessary 
and wholesome. The moment that it 
would not pay to keep them out and pay 
the progressive tax it would be proved 
that the need for them ws past and 
they would. disappear. 

This is ho abstract theory. It is not 
an invitation to an.untried experiment. 
For the system itself, though on a nar- 
row basis, was in satisfactory opera- 
tion for years. It was the reliance of 
the country in 1907, when, in addition to 
the real crisis, there was the fear in- 
duced by past experiences and a rather 
general belief: that the then existing 
currency. laws would not be adequate. 
We went through that shock without se- 
rious. finan¢ial sacrifice; and from that 
day dates the general confidence in our 
freedom from the financial cyclones of 
the past. It has done almost as much 
to save us from disaster, perhaps, by 
preventing the birth of panic, as have 
the provisions of existing law. These 
features—the abolition of local Federal 
reserve banks, which hamper instead of 
|help the establishment of one céntral in- 
stitution, and a rule for the issue >f 
emergency currency as may be neces- 
sary against specified high-grade collat- 
eral, including the best railroad securt- 
ties—would unify and strengthen our 
financial system, which is bound to de- 
velop toward a truly national and con- 
tinental if not international power. Jt 
would aid powerfully in warding off 
evils that We fear, and in réalizing all 
the benefits that we hope for as conse- 
quences of the restoration of uninter- 
rupted commercial and financial inter- 
course between all the nations of the 


world in the near future.

Bavaria, whose Prince of 
the Palatinate borders, Alsace-Lorraine, 
on the north, _Pprobably would receive the 
northeastern sections. including Lower 
Alsace, large parts of which formerly 
were included in-the Bavarian kins- 
dom and inhabited by the same stock 
as the l’aiatinate. 

Southern Alsace, it is thought, would 
be joined to Baden, while Prussia would 
receive that portion of Lorraine which 
adjoins the Prussian Rhineland. 

Objections to Proposal. 

While this is considered the obvious 
solution, certain strong objections have 
made themselves manifest, not the least 
of which is the reluctance of the Baden 
Government to have added to the 
Grand Duchy, the population of which 
is largely evangelical and moderately 
liberal, a province overwhelmingly 
Catholic and largely Social-Democrat. 
Baden statesmen fear this might change 
the complexion of the Grand Duchy’s 
parliament and administration. 

Military considerations also figure to 
a certain extent in the consideration of 
the subject. Military circles here are 
opposed to the fortress town of Strass- 
burg passing from their direct control. 
Every one, even the Prussian leaders, 
is united in the conviction, however, 
that some change must be made.

Mock Joya, a Japanese, long a 
member of the New York World 
staff; had an interview in Tokio 
with Count Okuma, the Prime Min- 
ister of Japan, and sends the sub- 
joined account of it. 


YOKIO, Japan, May 2%.—Count Sige- 
nobu Okuma is the Grand Old Man of 
Japan—but he does not like to be called 
old. In spite of his 79 years, he is still 
in vigorous health,.active from 6 o’clock 
in the morning every day, and never 
seems to tire. 

Although holding the official position 
of Prime Minister, he stif is the “Edu- 
cator of Waseda,” delivers lectures. 
writes magazine and newspaper arti- 
cles, makes public speeches and, most 
strenuous task of all, receives callers 

o come in a stream from early morn- 
Every day 


callers in his room and he talks with all 


and manages to satisfy every one. None’ 


are idle visitors, but each has some 
business errand, although, unless it is 
very important, it is impossible to see 
the Premier alone. 

The Count is small and, sitting in the 
large arm-chair in his room, he looks 
delicate. His head is bald on the top 
and what white hair he has is clipped 
so close he resembles a shorn Buddhist 
priest. He has wonderful eyes—eyes 
that can look mild or timid or fierce. 
Usually he speaks softly, but his words, 
though refined, are forceful. 

Views on War.

of luxurious killing in the past, but the 
present European war is the most ¢X- 
pensive of the sort. 

“This war has already consumed what 
the people of Europe had accumulated 
by labor, science and thrift in several 
hundred years. It has exhausted the 
useful men of the warring countries. I< 
has broken up what science, philosophy 
and religion have accomplished in cen- 
turies for the civilization of mankind. 

“Tt has told us that even we, who have 
boasted of being civilized and have been 
proud of our accomplishments, have still 
the hereditary instincts of primitive peo- 
ple. When excitemert overcomes our 
reason we become brutes again. Many 
insane people Jost their minds in some 
great excitement. And when one loses 
his mind he goes back to the same life 
Minen led thousands of years ago. 

“The excitement of the present war 
has made the Kaiser insane. He has 
lost his reasoning power and since the 
outbreak he has been leading the life of 
a primeval man. In his mind there re- 
mains nothing but the pleasure of kill- 
ing men and women. He sees the bat- 
tles, sees men killed and wounded, but 
sees no further. In his insanity he does 
not see humanity, has forgotten about 
treaties, does not hear the cries of the 
children of his own country. He is just 
insane to kill and destroy. Other sub- 
jects do not enter his mind. 

“In China theer once was a General 
named Ko-u, who conquered the whole 
country with only 900 trusty men and 
in a very short time. A Chinese poet of 
that time wrote: ‘He conquered the 
country as an arrow went across.’ He 
won 74 battles. But in the seventy-fifth 
battle he lost his 3000 warriors. Defeat- 
ed and alone he returned to his native 
town, where he was reproached by the 
children, wives, parents and other rela- 
tives of those men. Unable to bear such 
reproach he cut his throat, saying with 
his dying breath: ‘It was not the fault 
of battles that those men had to die; it 
was the decree of heaver that I should 
be defeated and my men killed.’ 

“It seems that a like fate is awaiting 
the Kaiser, whose deeds deserve a 5e- 
vere punishment from heaven. 

“But this terrible murdering which de- 
lights the aKiser will continue for some 
time. While, one drop of .blood and 
1 cent of money remain the war will go 
on. As for the Kaiser, as he tasted the 
blood of wholesale murder, he will try 
to keep on fighting and satisfying his 
primeval desire. But the resources of 
the warring countries are fast coming 
to the end, and it will not be very long 
before they find themselves unable to 
fight more. 


What Comes After the War? 
“The great question of what will come 


after this war has -been -discussed by 
philosophers and scientists, and they 
seem to have various, opinions. I may 
differ with some eminent persons, but I 
believe events will follow one of these 
two courses: 

“First, every war ends in ruin and 
misery which arouses in the people the 
spirit of revenge. The fiercer the war 
the more intense the desire for ven- 
gance. Revenge is only one side of loy- 
alty to the native country. And when 
the war stops the people of all the na- 
tions involved may wish to punish the 
countries which brought on such hard- 
ship, misery and loss of life, money and 
happiness.. With renewed efforts. they 
may -prepare for another war. If the 
matter takes this course, for many years 
to come Europe will be again preparing 
for great battles, if not actually fight- 
ing. 

“Second, all nations, both those now 
at War and those that are neutral, may 
realize the cruelty and hardship of war, 
having learned its dreadfulness from the 
loss of men and money, and, perceiving 
its fruitlessness, all countries of the 
world may come to see what a foolish 
thing war is, and they may endeavor to 
secure permanent peace. So if things 
take this course there will be an end to 
conflicts, prejudices, jealousies and en- 
mity among nations. 

“IT am certain one of these courses 
will be followed, but it is impossible for 
me to say which one. However, I am 
hoping for a permanent peace. Other- 
wise, we probably shall have another 
war in which all of the nations of the 
world may be involved. Then no one can 
tell when we would see the light of 
civilization again on the earth. 

“One feature in which I am greatly 
interested is its affect on America. The 
United States is neutral, yet the war is 
having a powerful effect on the country. 
I have often wondered whether the wa: 
was fortunate for the United States or 
not. I would like to ask the American 
people that question. 

“The United States is reaping huge 
profits from war orders. The aggregate 
guin will be tremendous, and probably 
when the war ends the United States 
will no longer be financial debtor to the 
Iuropean nations. Yes, financially this 
war was fortunate for the United States 
of America. But let us look in an- 
other direction. 

“At the breaking out of the war the 
United States learned the sad, discour- 
aging fact that her citizens were not 
united under one flag. People who had 
been naturalized and had been voting 
as citizens were found to be strangers 
to the United States: Even some who 
were born and educated in the United 
States and whose fathers never saw the 
old country, retained their Furopean 
minds, thoughts and ideas. They were 
citizens of the United States, legally rec- 
ognized, but they were not Americans, 
being only Germans living in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Enemies in Disguise. 

“The spirit of the independence of 
the United States is to be united for 
liberty and freedom. But this war has 
proved that at least 20 per cent of the 
citizens are not imbued with the noble 
spirit that established that great coun- 
try of the Uxited States of America. 
The people who themselves proclaimed 
that they are citizens of the United 
States were only enemies in disguise. 
“If mere financial profit and accumu- 
lation of wealth was the supreme object

Already measures have been adopted to 
build more battleships and have a larger 
Standing army. 

“This war has changed the situation of 
the United States and made a _ larger 
navy and army necessary, although be- 
fore the war the United States as re- 
garded as the country where extensive 
military preparedness was unnecessary. 


“President Wilson, who was such an 
advocate of world peace, saw the change 
in the situation and -the necessity of 
protecting the country and has taken 
the proper steps to enlarge the army and 
the navy. 


‘‘Here I want to say a word about 


but I believe that he carried his peace 
doctrine too far when he opposed the 
plan of President Wilson. As a private 
citizen, Bryan may entertain any opin- 
icn, but as Secretary of State he should 
not have had such extreme ideas. Con- 
sidering the world’s condition, especially 
the possible effect of the European war, 
Wilson's plan is justified. ' 
Preparedness Is Necessary. 

“The United States of America, which 
so nobly stood for peace and where 
the world’s peace movement started to 
benefit the whole world, is now the ad- 
vocate of ‘preparedness.’ President Wil- 
son, who in doctrine and practice was 
a man of peace, has ordered many large 
dreadnoughts to be built and:is training | 
a multitude of citizens in’ the art of 
war. The United States finds it neces- 
Sary to be prepared for war. 


“Is the American wealth, which gave 
the people of the United States such 
comforts, happiness and pleasure, to be 
used in future for ‘preparedness’ and 
war? Are the riches which the Ameri- 
can people accumulated by labor, brain 
and efficiency in several hundred years 
to be sacrificed for the: next wholesale 
murder? 7 


“Preparedness means war and war 
means misery and sacrifice. Every war 
is fought by sacrifice and even prepara- 
tion for war necessitates huge sacrifice. 
Japan has recently gone through war, 
and fresh in our minds still are the 
cruelty and the sacrifice we made. To 
see that the American people may have 
their wealth, comfort, happiness and 
pleasure sacrificed for ‘preparedness’ 
arouses the deepest sympathy in us 


“And what is the cause of all this 
‘preparedness?’ The present war in 
Europe and its effect in the United 
States, turning those who voted as eciti- 
zens into enemies of the United States, 
caused it. | 

“To be prepared is the proper step 
for the United States to take at this 
moment. But to think that the republic 
must deal with persons who, wearing 
the mask of citizens, are putting dyna- 
mite under the whole system ‘of the 
United States compels our hearty sym- 
pathy. 

“Again I ask, is the European war 
fortunate or unfortunate for the United 
States? I want to ask that question, as 
I understand that some people, ever of 
the United States, looking only at the 
war-order side of the situation, regard 
the war as fortunate for the United 
States.”’

DISCUSSES RATIONS 
WITH A PRIVATE 


Toki Men Won’t Eat Rice; 
Said to Know 40,000 by 
Names. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

HEADQUARTERS, TENTH ARMY 
CORPS, AT THE FRONT, France, 
June 2.—Gen. Antoine, commander of 
Tenth Army Corps, was bending over 
a military map at his headquarters 
when M, Painleve, a member of the 
French Cabinet, was announced. Gen. 
de Castlenau, commanding the West- 
ern front, had invited the Minister to 
visit the several corps headquarters 
near Verdun, and had authorized the 
representative of the Associated Press 
to accompany the Minister. Two of 
Gen. de Castelnau’s personal staff, 
Maj. Camut and Lieut. Laguionle, act- 
ed as escorts to the party, and in the 
circuit of several hundred kilometers 
three army corps headquarters were 
visited—the Tenth Army Corps, under 
Gen. Antoine; the Fifth Army Corps, 
under Gen. *Hellouin, and the Third 
Army Corps, under Gen. Humbert. 

It was the first day of this trip of 
inspection, made under most favorable 
auspices, designed to show the Cabinet 
officer the exact condition of affairs 
on the fighting line—the offensive and 
defensive organization; the morale of 
the men, the condition of supplies and 


equipment, the trench warfare and the |! 


actual fighting on the front. M. Pain- 
leve, besides being a member of the 
Cabinet, had taken a leading part in 
the debates of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties on questions relating to the mili- 
tary campaign. 

Gen, Antoine is a man of command- 
ing presence, tall and athletic, a little 
beyond middle age, with bronzed face 
and iron gray hair and mustache. He 
was in light blue service uniform, with 
high boots and spurs, the three stars 
on the sleeve indicating his rank. Here 
in his headquarters the surroundings 
were plain to the point of bareness. 

This was a typical encounter be- 
tween the Commanding General of an 
army corps and a plain French poilu, 
and it showed the inherent democracy 
of the French army, the real comradrie 
between officers and men. Here was a 
corps aymmander addressing a private 
soldier familiarly by name, and know- 
ing the name of this one man in 40,000 
encountered by hazard, for they say 
Gen. Antoine kniws every man by name 
in his corps. 


Slightly Wounded Work. 


Gen. Antoine took a personal interest 
in the “‘depot d’eclopes,”’ as it is caHed 
—an extensive organization’ run by 
Slightly wounded men. Gen. Antoine 
originated the idea and it has spread 
all through the army, these depots 
back of the front doing scores of help- 
ful little duties for the men on the 
firing line. Here there was an tm- 
mense laundry turning out a wash of 
10,000 »ileces: 

‘Tt helps the man in the trench to 
have a clean shirt,”’ sald Gen. Antoine 
as he showed the stocks of flannel 
shirts about to be returned to the men 
in front. 

There were kitchen gardens for fresh 
vegetables, forges for mending trench 
tools, armories for cleaning guns, a 
candle factory and tnnumerable other 
activities, all run by soldiers who had 
lost a finger or the edge of an ear, or 
had some other slight wound tempo- 
rarily incapacitating them. 

At night the party became Gen. An- 
toine’s guests at the extensive private 
residence, requisitioned for army pur- 
poses, alongside headquarters. It was 
evidently the home of a well-condition- 
ed family, with spacious corridors lined 
with sculpture and paintings. The din- 
ner was cooked and served by sol- 
diers, and even the menu card was 
a work of art done by a noted French 
cartoonist now serving as a soldier in 
the ranks. 

The American expedition to Mexico 
came up for discussion as the party 
was leaving, and Gen. Antoine said: 

“The experience of your army shows 
that cavalry is still an essential part 
of army organization. With 
trench warfare the idea got about that 
mounted troops were a thing of the 
past. But they will always be indis- 
pensable for quick movements where 
elan and dash are needed, and partic- 
ularly in a flat country. Wo, the Rus- 
sians {1n Mesopotamia and the Amer!i- 
cans in Mexico are demonstrating that 
cavalry is one-of the most effective 
weapons of offense.”

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TO CONGRESS AS AN 
ANTEPREPAREDIST 


Callaway of Fort Worth Says 
He Is Not Impresed by thé 
Parades in District. 


Bpecia! to the Post-Dispatch. 
FORT WORTH, Tex., June 19.—Oscar 


Fort Worth District, has been dubbed 
the “Bourbon*of Texas Democracy” by 
the press of the State. He annexed this 
title last week when he returned from 
Washington and opened his campai 
for re-election to Congress. 

Although there has been a revolution 
in public opinion on the question of 
hational defense since Callaway last ad- 


dressed his constituents, this revolution 
manifesting itself in the press and by 


ithe parades of shouting thousands in 


Fort Worth and the smaller cities of the 
district, he is no more tmpressed by this 
manifestation of public sentiment than 
was Louis XVI by the fall of the Bas- 
tille. 

“You will notice that these parades are 
always organized,” is one of Callaway's 
notable utterances, ‘‘ that they are not 
spontaneous. As an evidence of public 
sentiment I consider them negligible.’’ 

“You will notice that Louis XVI 
thought the same thing at the insurres- 
tion of women,’’ shouted a constituent, 
“but he lost his crown and had his 
head cut off by the guillotine.’’ 

These chance references to French his- 
tory were seized with unction by the 
press and Callaway finds himself bear- 
ing the cognomen of that unfortunate 
royal family that spent some centuries 
in the King business in France. 

Callaway’s Arguments, 

The substance of Callaway'’s speeches 
is that all this preparedness business 
is nothing else but a move on the part of 
munitions makers to maintain a market 
for their wares after the European war 
is over. He even charges that the pa- 
rades, of which his district has had a 
great number and is fixing up for more, 
are merely for the purpose of manufac- 
turing sentiment in behalf of the muni- 
tions makers. 

As the leading business and profes- 
sional men of every town in his dis- 
trict have had a hand-in these demon- 
strations, these men are vigorously dis- 
puting the charge that they are the 
tools of the manufacturers of war ma- 
terial. 

“The army and navy and munitions 
plants are just like three great, big cor- 
porations with interlocking director- 
ates,’ is another of Callaway’s favorite 
deliverances. “The munitions plants em- 
ploy hundreds of former officers of the 
army and navy, and that constitutes 
part of the interlocking system.”’ 

A prominent newspaper of the district 
editorially inquires if Callaway really 
believes his constituents are.so simple 
as to be moved by this. sort of argu- 
ment. 

“With the world on fire,” says this 
journal, “and our country “Hable to be 
drawn into the conflagration at any mo- 
ment, does Callaway think he impresses 
sensible men with this peurile charge 
against the officers of our amy and 
navy? Even were this charge true, 
what bearing hes this upon the ques- 
tion of preparedness? If we must stand 
for billions of graft in preparing for the 
defense of the country, prepare we will.” 

Two Strong Opponents. 

There are two very strong men run- 
ning against Callaway—Judge Swayne 
and United States District Attorney 
Wilson. It is a matter of considerable 
regret among the leaders opposing Cal- 
laway that both these men should have 
chosen this time to run for Congress. 
It is betng pointed out that those who 
stand for preparedness should unite on 
one man. However, there seems to be 
a legion of voters who expect that 
Swayne and Wilson will each corral 
more votes than Congressman Calla- 
way. \

Edith Welch was entitled to an accident 


policy for $4018 made out to her hus- 


band, William T. Welch, the point at 
issue being whether the husband or wife 
died first in an accident in which both 
were drowned. 

Mrs. Welch was named as beneficiary 
in the accident policy which was issued 
by the Aetna Life Insurance Co. of New 
Jersey. 

Both were employed on a United 
States Government boat, the Bosse, 
which capsized in a storm at Keokuk, 
Io., in August, 1913. 

Welch’s brothers and sisters sued for 
the insurance, alleging that Mrs. Welch 
died first. 

Evidence was introduced to show that 
it was Welch’s invariable custom to 
take a nap after dinner and that he al- 
ways slept with his hands crossed. 
Welch was asleep when the storm struck 
the boat. When his body was taken 
from the water the hands were crossed. 
Witnesses testified they did not see him 
after the boat turned over, but they saw 
Mrs. Welch struggling in the water. 

From this evidence the Court decided 
that Welch died first and that title to 
the policy then passed to Mrs. Welca 
and her heirs were entitled to the 
money. 


ACTRESS’S DEPOSITION IN SUIT 
AGAINST J. PBALL I$ FILED 


Lillian M. Elsing Asks $50,000, Charg- 
ing She Vous Att-cked in 
Sydney (Australia) Hotel. 

The deposition of Lillian M. Elsing of 
Woodstock, Ill., an actress, in her $50,- 
000 damage suit against J. Paulison Ball, 
son of P. DeC. Ball, was filed in the Cir- 
cuit Caurt at Clayton today. The depo- 
sition was taken by the defendant, Mrs. 
Elsing, in the deposition, repeated the 
charge made in her petition, that she 
was attacked in the Metropole Hotel in 
Sidney, Australia, by Ball, Jan, 2, 1914.

Joseph, Mich., and her divorce from him 
in May, 1915. Mrs. Elsing, a few months 
ago, sued Ball for $50,000 damages for 
breach of promise, but in her testimony 
it developed that she was not divorced 
at the time of the alleged proposal, and 
the suit was dismissed and the damage 
suit filed. The case is set for tria] in 
Clayton tomorrow, but will be continued 
upon application of the defendant, whose 
attorney wishes to take depositions in 
New York and AusStralia.

ARKANSAS TOWN 
STIFLES PHONES 


Limit of Dryness and Inactivity 
Appears to Have Been 
Reached in Russellville. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
RUSSELLVILLE, Ark., June 19.—The 


climax of dryness and inactivity on Sun- 
day has been reached in this little city 
and the entire Fifth Judicial District, 


the ‘“‘blue laws’’ being rigidly enforced. 
Even drug stores and telephone service 
were out of commission last Sunday, for 
the first time, and it is understood that 
the same order is to prevail henceforth, 
at least until it shall become manifest 
that the tightness is a menace to health 
and life. 

The new order of things results from 
a Sunday closing crusade conducted by 
the Russellville Pastors’ Association. 
Hitherto it had been the custom for 
drug stores, hotels and restaurants to 
be open for business on Sunday, being 
indicted semi-annually for selling vtgars, 
cold drinks, etc.; paying fine and costs 
for a single offenee and then proceeding 
as before for anvther half-year. 

At the April term of court garages and 
other concerns Were instructed to com- 
ply with the Sunday-closing law and 
offenders under the former system were 
given to understand that violations in 
future would be dealt with strictly as 
provided by law, which meant that the 
single fine and costs way of doing things 
was done with.

“I’m Happiest Girl in World,”’ 
Marion Told Friend at 
Birthday Party. 


WAUKEGAN, IIl., June 19.—Olive Ras- 
mussen, another of the 18 girls who at- 
tended Marion Lambert's birthday party 
Feb. 6 three days before her death, 
was the first witness today in the trial 


{of Will Orpet, charged with the murder 


of Miss Lambert. 

Like the other guests, Miss Rusmussen 
testified that Marion seemed happy. Also 
like the other girls, witness did not see 
Marion and Josephene Davis alone to- 
gether, but admitted they might have 
been, as. she was not in the sane 
room with them all evening. 

James F. King, who was foreman of 
the Coroner’s jury, the next witness, 
identified a lock of hair as having been 
taken from the head of Marion Lam- 
bert. It was stained, it is alleged, by 
the action of cyanide of potassium. He 
was not cross-examined, and é¢xamina- 
tion of guests at Marion’s party was re- 
sumed. Ethel Cole, the next witness, 
said: 

‘Marion said: ‘I have got Irvin Clough 
going in the chemistry class.’ I said: 
‘Why Marion, you naughty girl.’ She 
laughed and said, ‘Never mind, I’m the 
happiest girl in the world.’ She threw 
her arms around me and kissed me.”’ 

Miss Cole was not intimate with Ma- 
rion and was ignorant of the serious 
aspect of her affair with Orpet: -- 

Viola Frye testified that Anna Paul- 
son spent the night of Feb. 6 with her. 
Marion had expected Anna to stay with 
her and there were tears in the eyes 
of both when Anna and Viola left. 

Katherine Robinson, Elizabeth White 
and Adelaide Smith completed the tes- 
timony of the girls who weré at the 
party. Each testified that Marion was 
an unusually cheerful, happy girl. None 
thought that Marion and Josephixe 
Davis had been alone together during 
the party. 

The girls were called to the stand | to 
impeach Josephine’s testimony that Ma- 
rion told her she was unhappy and wor- 

ried about shied and that she might kill 
herself. 

Marion, the State will argue’ to the 
jury, could not have retired with J». 
sephine at any time without at least one 
of the other guests having noticed: 1t.

CUDAHY C0, LOSES MOTION 
OVER GLYCERIN CONTRACT 


Judge Denies Packers’ Injunction to 
Prevent Waltke & Co. From Sell- 
ing Product to Other Firms. 

Circuit Judge Arnold today ruled 
against the Iilinois Cudahy Packing Co. 
in its suit to enjoin William Waltke & 
Co., 80 manufacturers, from dispos- 
ing of ‘their crude glycerin to others 
than the Cudahy company. 

The Cudahy company had contracted 
to buy the Waltke’s crude glycérin out- 
put for 1916, estimated at 750,000 pouhds, 
at 15% cents a pound. In April, when 
the case was tried, crude glycerin was 
selling at 45 cents a pound, because it 
is used in the making of high explo- 
sives for use in the war, 

The defendants contended that after 
making the contract the plaintiff 
changed its form of incorporation and 
transferred all its assets to the Illinois 
Cudahy Packing Co. of Maine and that 
the defendant did not assent to the 
transfer, and hence did not have to 
fulfill the glycerin contract. The Court 
mpaens this contention.

Your editorial of the 6th inst., “Prohibition by- 
Trickery,” has the true American ring to it. “Let 
the thinking people rule.”.

IS LABOR PROPERTY? 

On May 20, the Supreme Court of Massachu- 
setts rendered a decision, in a suit between two 
labor unions, that will affect all future disputes 
between Labor and Capital, because the Court 
holds that labor is property and entitled to pro- 
tection as such. 

Labor leaders, and especially the American 
Federation of Labor, have contended and do 
contend that the right to labor is a onal 
right and should not be treated, in ial as A 
property right. In its fight against injunctions 
issued to put a stop to picketing or boycotting, 
the Federation has contended that injunctions 
should be limited to the protectiéi of property 
and property rights, and not be invoked to gov- 
ern -personal conduct, personal relations or per- 
sonal rights. With this in view, the Federation 
brought about the passage of a law in Massa- 


‘chusetts, the effect of which was to confine the 


issuance of injunctions to “property” as Labor 
understood it. The law, in fact, set forth that 
the right to labor and contract with employers 
for labor “shall be held and construed to be a 
personal and not a property right.” 

This law, the Massachusetts Supreme Court 
holds to be unconstitutional because, in the case 
at issue, it hed the effect of denying to the 
plaintiffs, a labor organization, the protection 
guaranteed to other citzens as to their property, 
the court holding, in so many words, that labor 
is property. In making this decision the court 
cited two decisions of the United States Sh- 
preme Court to the same effect. 

The Standard Dictionary defines property as 
“ownership or dominion; the legal right to the 
possession, use, enjoyment and disposal of a 
thing; a valuable legal right or .interest in or 
to particular things, including the right to ex- 
ercise a particular trade or vocation.” 

It now remains to be seen what Mr. Gompers 
and the American Federation will do with re- 
gard to the model law, based on the now dis- 
credited Massachusetts law, which they are try- 
ing to have passed jn all the rest of the states. 
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Patience, ladies! The average American is for 
fair play, and justice will be done sooner or later. 
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THREE NOTABLE PLANES. 

Three interesting departures from policies to 
which as a national party Democrats have held 
tenaciously in the past are made by the plat- 
form. 

One, of course, is the approval of woman suf- 
frage, to be gained, however, by state action. 

A second is the plank calling on the general 
Government to relieve states, counties and 
municipalities of the burden of caring for and 
treating needy tubercular patients. If needy 
tubercular patients are to become Federal wards, 
why not needy cancer patients, needy victims of 
uther scourges? 

The third is the indorsement of a retiring sys- 
tem for civil employes of the Government. Pen- 
sions have heretofore been reserved for those 
who have rendered military or other extra 
hazardous service for the country. Civilian pen- 
sions have been vigorously opposed. 

The plank demanding Federal appropriations 
for good roads is a striking departure from the 
recent policy of both parties. In the early days 
of the country, however, money was granted for 
roads under the postal and military powers, 
though it was made a subject of conflict by those 
who held to strict limitations on the Federal 
authority. 
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With Wilson as its honorary president and 
Taft and Roosevelt as its honorary vice presi- 
dents, the Boy Scouts organization of America 
will undoubtedly make a good American record. 
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“THE PEOPLE STAND SUPREME.’’ 

The not infrequent clashes between the mili- 
tary and civil authorities within Germany have 
finally been adjudicated by the highest civil 
court, the Kassationshof. 

The little city of Weiden had been fined 5000 
marks by the military authorities of the Obér- 
pfalz for disrespect to the army under the fol- 
lowing circumstances. 

A number of drunken soldiers, off duty, were 
making the night hideous contrary to the local 
civil ordinance against night noises. Two po- 
licemen specifically ordered by the’Mayor of the 
city to quell the disturbance, were beaten by the 
disorderly soldiers, whereupon the Mayor sent 
a large enough detachment of police to overpower 
the disturbers, and had the latter jailed until 
morning. The Major in charge of the recruiting 
station to which the riotous soldiers belonged, 
demanded reparation “for the insult to the 
army,” and imposed the fine, which the city of 
Weiden categorically refused to pay. 

The decision of the court, according to the 
Anzeiger, was in part: 

Except in the case of siege, or in the “face 
of the enemy, the people stand sypreme. In 
case of martial law being declared under other 

’ oiroumstances, the authority of the military 
ean only be ad hoe, (for certain purposes), 
but cannot supplant the civil authorities in 
other directions. The soldiers in this case had 
been sent to Weiden for the sole purpose of 
forcing under the colors such available men ae 
hed been called upon to serve in the army. 

With that accomplished their authority ceased. 

The Government of Germany fs, under the Con- 

stitution, a Government by the people through 

the Reichstag; and the military branch has 
no more rights than those conferred upon 
them by the people—no inherent rights above. 
them. The city of Weiden, through ita con- 
stitutional officers was within its rights when 
it insisted on observance of the local civil 
regulations; and the military authorities In 
question clearly exceeded their rights when 
they disobeyed such ordinances, and claimed 
privileges to which the circumstances did not
